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As  I  stand  before  you  today  I  realize  that  graduation  is  not  merely  a 
ceremony  where  diplomas  are  distributed.  Rather,  this  day  is  a 
celebration  of  our  accomplishments  from  our  past  six  years  at 
Bellingham  High  School  and  a  dramatic  send-off  into  the  next 
chapter  of  our  lives.  I  am  not  able  to  predict  what  the  future  may  hold, 
because  after  today  our  lives  will  proceed  down  separate  paths,  each 
one  a  mystery  for  us  to  explore.  I  do  not  want  to  tell  you  what  lessons 
you  should  have  learned,  for  each  one  of  us  will  leave  high  school  with 
a  unique  blend  of  knowledge  and  memories  that  we  have  gathered 
over  the  past  six  years.  Instead,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  share  with  you  my  own  feelings  about  graduation. 

I  can  remember  a  cold  winter  day  in  junior  high  when  I  pulled  on 
my  Bellingham  High  School  jacket  for  the  first  time.  Stitched  on  the 
left  sleeve  was  my  graduating  year:  the  Class  of  1993.  To  a  little  girl  in 
seventh  grade,  graduation  seemed  a  lifetime  away. 

Year  after  year  as  I  watched  the  seniors  march  by  in  their  black  and 
white  gowns,  I  anticipated  the  day  that  I  would  join  them.  Although  I 
was  happy  at  BHS,  I,  along  with  many  of  my  classmates,  longed  for 
the  day  that  I  would  leave  high  school.  But  as  the  final  day  of  school 
approached,  my  feelings  of  excitement  were  slowly  replaced  by 
sadness  and  anxiety.  As  I  reached  out  to  hug  my  best  friend  on  our 
last  day  of  classes,  I  suddenly  understood  the  true  meaning  behind 
the  words,  “We’re  never  coming  back.” 

It  seems  that  one  quality  of  high  school  that  I  have  taken  for 
granted  is  the  feeling  of  security  found  within  its  walls.  Over  the  past 
six  years  1  have  become  accustomed  to  a  bell  ringing  at  9:39  and  to 
eating  lunch  at  a  certain  time.  I  have  come  to  know  the  admin¬ 
istration  and  faculty  of  BHS  and  what  to  expect  when  I  walk  into  a 
class.  For  six  years  I  have  been  surrounded  by  friends  with  whom  I've 
laughed,  cried,  and  shared  my  dreams  and  feelings.  All  in  all,  I  have 
become  very  comfortable  with  my  environment  and  confident  in 
myself. 

After  today  this  security  will  be  gone.  Next  year  I  will  be  in  a  new 
school,  with  new  faces  and  a  new  schedule.  I  am  sure  that  with  time  I 
will  adjust  to  these  changes  and  make  new  friends,  but  for  the  first 
few  weeks  there  will  be  no  one  there  to  catch  me  if  I  should  fall. 

Despite  these  feelings  of  anxiety,  I  do  feel  fully  prepared  to  leave 
the  security  of  high  school  and  move  on  to  the  next  stage  of  my  life. 
This  is  because  I  know  I  will  never  be  completely  alone.  No  matter 
how  many  years  go  by  or  how  many  miles  come  between  us,  I  will 
always  have  the  friends  and  memories  I  made  at  BHS.  During  high 
school,  my  friends  gave  me  the  courage  to  face  life’s  challenges,  and 
although  it  is  time  for  us  to  go  our  separate  ways,  the  memories  of  our 
friendship  will  endure  forever.  Together  with  my  education,  these 
memories  will  serve  as  my  strength  to  conquer  any  obstacle  that  I 
may  encounter. 

As  I  look  out  onto  the  Class  of  1993, 1  am  confident  that  each  one 
of  you  will  succeed.  We  all  have  the  motivation  to  make  dreams  come 
true.  Graduation  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  our  lives.  Our  years 
of  high  school  have  come  to  an  end  and  the  memories  that  we  carry 
with  us  will  last  a  lifetime.
